After the angry scene at Versailles 
when the peace terms weie preset.ted, 
President Woodrow Wilson made this 
significant remark to me: . 

“The Germans are really a stupid 
people. They always. do the wrong 
thing. They always did the- wrong 
thing during the war. They don’t un- 
derstand human nature.” 

Probably he would have been the 
first to admit that he would not have 
entered the war unless the Germans 
had. ferced his hand by what he re- 
garded as an act of madness, For 
keeping America out ef the war for 
two and a half years he was bitterly 
assailed, not only by the Allies, but 
by a section of his fellow-countrymen. 
Nevertheless, im historians of 
the future will no doubt testify that 
he did what was right and prudent in 
American interests. By his action he 
consolidated her fortunes. 

Before the war she was a debtor na- 
tion to Europe. Today: the whole world, 
pays her tribute. Perhaps events are 
too recent for his critics to form an 
unbiased judgment regarding the man 
who, during five of the most fateful 
ears in history, held the destinies of 
tne world in his grasp. This at least 
may be said: he alone was responsible 
for formulating American policy, and 
he alone deserves the praise or blame, 
notwithstanding Colonel Houge’s much- 
advertised activities. 

His Strength and Weakness. 

As the President said of himself, he 
had “‘a single-track mind with no sid- 
ings.” _He did not seek or welcome ad- 
vice. That was at once his weakness 
‘and his strength. In an unusual de- 
gree he had the defects of his qualities. 

When avowing his reasons for keep- 
ing the United States out of the war 
he always took the high line. America 
was a peace-loving natien and could 
not justifiably be involved in a war the 
origin ahd purpose of which were 
doubtful. Wilson was a pacifist by 
temperament and training, and this at- 
titude corresponded with his own in- 
clinations, but he did not forget that 
60 per. cent. of tke American popula- 
tiow were not nee ——— 
percentage were strongly anti- . 
nor did he overlook the material ad- 
. vantages America would derive from 
keeping out of the war. 

This is, proved by his actions if not 
. by his words. .While he deplored the 
war, he was. not unwilling that Ameri- 
oa should profit by it. On his part this 
may seem to have been inconsistent 
if not ignoble, but Americans have no 
reason to complain. The ship was 
skillfully steered by the captain into 
the golden harbor, with all that im- 
plied in the shape of power and 
amenities. 

Historical hypotheses are always. in- | 
teresting. What would have happened 
if the President had refused to supply 
the’ Allies with munitions and the 
Germans with food and cotton? And 
what would have happened if he,had 
declared. war on Germany after the 
sinking of the Lusitania in May, 19157 
. Doubts have been raised as to the 
President’s sincerity, ahd probably 
these will form one of the enigmas 
of history. M. Clemenceau said Presi- 
dent Wilson was ‘a nice man and 
meant well.” Mr. Lloyd George said, 
“T like Him and think him sincere, 
but a ‘cold fish.’ "’ 

May I add my little tribute? I found 
the President a very nice man, and 
am sure he was sincere according to 
his lights:. If he fell short of his high 
ideals, it was because, like miany ideal- 
ists, he failed to —— was do- 
ing so.

Might Have Changed. History. 

The war had suspended. political 
hostilities, but they were again in full 
force when Mr. Wilson went to Paris. 
Had the Republicans been represented 
at the conference the course of events 
might have been different’ and ‘‘the 
world” to which Mr. Wilson was so 
fond of referring might. have been 
saved much suffering. 

And yet, do not let us jodge him 
harshly. Think of the oppo ity and 
the temptation.

D, Rockefeller Jr. to the Egyptian 
Government’s counter-proposals to his 
offer to build a $5,000,000 museum in 
Cairo to house Egyptian antiquities 
has been received by Dr. James H. 
Breastead, of the “University of Chi- 
cago, who represents Mr. Rockefeller 
there. Professor Breastead, however, 
refuses ‘to give out any information 
concerning it, saying that it must come 
from the Egyptian Government. 

In diplomatic circles the general 
view.is that the Rockefeller project 
to build a two-story museuni will not 
be accepted by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment.

ALBANY, April 2.—Enactment of a 
bill. introduced in the Senate téfiay 
would mean that no water power.

OUR SCALE-OF HOUSING. 

A:few figures, modestly printed yes- 
terday in small type in this city's 
newspapers, set forth the fact that 
within the first three months of. this 
year plans have been filed for building 
construction within this city’s bounda- 
ries which will produce 26,501 new 
apartments, containing 88,736 rooms. 
All of the inhabitants of the State of 
Wyoming, or of Vermont, or of Dela- 
ware, or of New Mexico, or those of 
some other States, could easily be 
seated very comfortably in the new 
rooms, planned -for this ‘city in one- 
quarter of one year; while all of the 
inhabitants of Nevada could each have 
a whole room to himself or herself, 
and there would be ten thousand rooms.

In Texas they’ are laughing at the 
Florida boom. They say to the visitor: 
“Look at San Antonio; 58,000 twen- 
ty-five ‘years ago, 198,000 today.”

Properly endowed and conducted, legal 
research should be as profitable, both 
scientifically and practically, as re- 
search in any field. It bids fair to 
make an advance in the teaching 
of law as signal -as that made by 
the “case system.’ 

TINKERING A TIDAL WAVE. 
At Albany neither Democrats nor 
Republicans are above trying to get a 
bit. of party profit out of a great moral 
upheaval. It is no longer a question 
whether there is to be a Volstead ref- 
erendum, but whether the flaming 
convictions ef the Drys and the Wets 
shall be allowed to blaze forth in June 
or in’ Noveniber. _Democratic ideas 
lean toward November, in the hope 
that the confidently expected Wet 
sweep.may wash in a few. extra Demo- 
erats. For the same reason Wads- 
worth ideas lean strongly toward a 
June test. Whatever be the outcome 
in June, five months later the ques- 
tion may be formally described as ‘‘ out 
of politica” and straying thirsty Re- 
publicans will be invited back into the 
fold. -To be sure, there is the danger 
that a Wet victory in Jpne may breed 
bitter discontent among Dry Republi- 
cans. But Senator WapswortH is 
probably justified: in reasoning that 
dry-hard jon up-State will be 
mere than-.compensated for by Repub- 
lican rehabilitation in New York City. 
On the Republican side, therefore, the 
problem has resolved itself into the 
question whether party loyalty in No- 
vember _will saye prohibition or be 
swamped by anti-prohibition. The 
former seems to be the belief of the 
militant Drys who are now threatening 
to tie up. the proposed referendum by 
court injunctions. That is rather a 
peculiar position for the defenders of 
a great moral principle, backed up, as 
they profess to believe,- by an over- 
whelming public sentiment, If the re- 
ent newspaper polls mean nothing, if 
the rapidly developing: Wet offensive 
is entirely engineered by the cash of 
the’ brewers, how fervently the Drys 
should welcome the earliest possible 
test of real public sentiment! But it 
is within the nature of the game that 
the ardent Democratic Wets should 
now be cooperating with the militant 
Republican Drys to the extent of post- 
poning the referendum. 

To. that considerable portion of the 
people of New York State which is not 
engaged in holding office or running 
for office, the proposed: date. in June 
would be the desirable date. The 
arithmetic of the politicians would not 
contern the voters even if the arith- 
metic were important; A narrow plu- 
Tality may elect a candidate;.yet no- 
body imagines that anything but e 
crushing dry majority will dispose of 
the present _ revisionist. movement. 
Whether modification carries in New 
York State or loses by & narrow mar- 
gin will make comparatively fittle dif- 
ference in- the other, States that are 
watching the New York test. But a 
formidable Wet showing here. will set 
the ball rolling elsewhere. Obstructive 
tactics by the dry-hards will only 
serve. to create the impression thet 
they feel themselvds beaten today and 
will probably add to the Wet strength 
when the unavoidable test does come 
off. ; :

James M. Beck’s Interpretation of 
the Cdnstitution ts Questioned. 
To the Editor o} The Néw York Times: 

Tus Trues cannot be too highly com- 
mended for the prominence it has been 
giving to the study of our Constitution. 

At the bottom of all our law and all 
our political life lies the proper con- 
ception of the nature of our Federal 
Goverriment. 

I read with much interest the article 
published in Tas Taus of Sunday by 
James M. Beck. His eulogy on the 
Preamble is in many respects admira- 
ble, but when he seeks to base the in- 
dissoluble character of the Union upon 

e words, “We, the People of the 
United States,” as declaring that the 
Constitution was formed by the people 
in their aggregate capacity, he is 
grievously at fault. ‘ 

A little reflection will show that such

While the position that the Consti 
tution was formed by the people of 
the United States in their collective 
capacity has been advanced by Web- 
ster and Story and most of those wh? 
have sought on this basis to vindicate 
the indissoluble character of the Union, 
Chief Justice Marshall, in the great 
cage of McCulloch vs. Maryland, ath 
Wheatan, repudiated it from the start. 
He said: “No. political dreamer was 
ever wild. enough to think of com- 
pounding the American people into one 
mass. When they act, they act in 
their States.” He was speaking of 
Federal action. 

James Madison, who has been termed 
“the Father of the Constitution,” called 
attention to the fact that’ the Consti- 
tution proposed. would not be adopted 
by a majority of the citizens or even 
a majority of the States, but that “this 
.ratification is to be given by thé peo- 
ple, not as individuals composing one 
entire nation, but as composing the 


Federalist, No. 39. Thus, he says: “The 
new Constitution will be a Federal 
Constitution.” - 
The importance of the distinction, he 
points out in the same paper, lies in 
the fact that “were the people re- 
garded in this transaction as forming 
one nation, the ‘will of the majority of 
the whole people would bind the mi- 
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distinct States to which they belong.”— |:

What are the iadisputadle facts? 

At war with Germany we hadn’t a 
soldier, in the field: Ina life and’ 
death struggle, in which our obligation 
from the outset was to stand the 


‘| shock of battle with England, France, 


Belgium and Italy, for a whole year 
no forces of ours confronted Germany 
in the trenches. During that twelve 
months our war-weary associates did 
our fighting for us, sent hundreds of 
thousands of their young men to their 
death, just as much for us as for 
themselves. It was our cause precise- 
ly as much as it was their cause and, 
for a whole year, all the blood that 
was shed was their blood. As our un- 
preparedness made it impossible for 
us to furnish soldiers, we furnished 
monéy to enable our associates to hold. 
the enemy in check until we could join 
them. We loaned them money gener- 
ously, poured it out like water, ad- 
vanced fabulous sums, a tota] of $10,- 
000,000,000, in the common cause. We 
didn’t give our friends and allies this 
huge sum to take overseas and spend 
in their own countries for the feeding 
and equipment of their armies. It did 
not leave America. We required its 
expenditure here, and it was spent 
here for American produce and Ameri- 
.can manufactures. That is to say, we 
borrowed money from some of our 
people to turn over to other of our 
people for supplies of many kinds. 
This fact is crucial; it must not be 
lost sight of. As a people we were 
not made a bit poorer, but much richer 
by the transaction. American labor 
received wages before undreamed of 
and American capital made unprece- 
dented profit. ‘ 

The war was won. France lost a 
million. and a half men in. killed 
alone, and England a million. And let

ing glory, that all her soldiers were

roads and the department only are

In .a petition today, the Association 
requested the Commission to deny a 
motion filed by the Postmaster Gen 
eral on March 26 in an effort to pre- 
vent the publishers from intervening 
in the attempt of the railroads to. get 
higher mail pay which, it is contended, 
would increase their earnings on. this 
account from about §$104,000,000 to a 
figure app: $130,000,000 a year. 
Charge Exclusion of Public Interest. 


The publishers challenged the right} 


of the Postmaster General to. consid- 
eration at this time because, they 
urged, he failed to moye against them jp, 
within the period prescribed by the 
rules of .the Commission.
